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Greenbelt Ventures Lawsuit 
Can Proceed, Judge Decides

Federal District Court Judge 
Alexander Williams, Jr. has re- 
fused to dismiss the lawsuit seek- 
ing to compel the Washington 
Metropolitan Area Transit Au- 
thority (WMATA) to approve the 
participation by the development 
entity Greenbelt Ventures, LLC, 
in the development of the prop- 
erty surrounding the Greenbelt 
Metrorail Station (known as the 
Greenbelt Station North Core). 
Judge Williams also issued a 
Scheduling Order, which, if not 
modified, will have discovery 
completed by January so that 
a trial date can be set. After a 
slow start since the lawsuit was 
filed in December 2009, it ap- 
pears that the dispute over this 
important Greenbelt project could 
move quickly. 

As previously reported in the 
News Review, WMATA origi- 
nally, in December 2000, entered 
into a Joint Development Agree- 
ment with Metroland Developers, 
LLC, for the development of a 
mixed-use transit-oriented de- 
velopment project consisting of 
residential property, retail prop- 
erty, office property and a hotel/ 
conference center on WMATA 


property at the Greenbelt Sta- 
tion. Metroland Developers is a 
venture of the A. H. Smith Es- 
tate and Prince George’s County 
developer Danny Colton. In late 
2005, Metroland agreed to the 
purchase of a controlling inter- 
est by Greenbelt Ventures (40 
percent) and an affiliate of the 
Prudential Insurance Company 
(S50 percent). Greenbelt Ventures 
is controlled by Petrie Ross Ven- 
tures, the developer of Wood- 
more Town Centre, Annapolis 
Town Centre and the City Place 
Mall in Silver Spring. 
Terms 

Under the terms of the agree- 
ment between WMATA and 
Metroland, the change in own- 
ership required the approval of 
WMATA, which was not to be 
“unreasonably withheld” under 
the terms of the Joint Develop- 
ment Agreement. WMATA 
Board of Directors approval was 
delayed. After the Washington 
Post reported in September 2008 
that there was a Federal Bureau 
of Investigation (FBI) investiga- 
tion of a former Prince George’s

Council Okays New Crosswalk 
Warning Device, Police Reading 


After a five-week hiatus, the 
Greenbelt City Council got back 
to its schedule of two regular 
meetings a month on Monday, 
September 13. Members were 
greeted with a full agenda in- 
cluding a presentation, action 
on legislative matters, purchases 
related to the Greenbelt Police 
Department’s new communication 
system and a staff recommended 
letter to the county regarding new 
storm water management regula- 
tions. Also considered were an 
innovative traffic control device 
for the pedestrian crosswalk at 
the Crescent and Northway inter- 
section and renewal of the city’s 
participation in a cooperative 
electricity purchasing program. 
As well, council played catch-up 
on the consent agenda with ap- 
proval of 11 council worksession 
minutes dating back to April 21 
and minutes of a special meeting 
July 19 on the new WMATA 
bus route changes and the regular 
meeting of council on August 9. 
The minutes should be available 
now on the city’s website (www. 
greenbeltmd.gov).

Maia Davis, an environmen- 
tal planner for the Metropolitan 
Washington Council of Gov- 
ernments (MWCOG) updated 
council on a new regional pilot 
community outreach program 
for residential energy efficiency 
called Wi$e Energy by Capital 
Area Neighbors (WE CAN).

ry Committee on Environmental 
Sustainability (GreenACES).

Resolutions 

Council unanimously approved 
its resolution to create a Green- 
belt Middle School Task Force to 
study reutilization of the existing 
Middle School building in Green- 
belt West for community uses, 
such as a community school, 
recreational programming and 
meeting space. 

The Task Force can consist of 
up to 15 members appointed by 
council from a number of city 
boards and committees. Up to an 
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additional eight citizen members 
can be appointed, preferably with 
backgrounds in architecture or 
historic preservation or from the 
Greenbelt business community. 
The term is until June of 2012 
and can be extended. 

A second resolution provided 
authorization for buying emer- 
gency construction services to 
repair a broken sewer line at 
Roosevelt Center in mid June. 
The city manager explained that 
after the city received a negoti- 
ated bill of $31,818 from CSG 
Commercial Builders of White 
Marsh for the work, he made 
individual payments of $9,999 to 
CSG and two of the contractors 
involved which left a balance of 
$1,821 due to CSG. Although 
the three $9,999 payments were 
within the legal limit, the final

GES Kindergarten Programs 
Receive State Validation

“We’ve always had a good 
program; this just proves it!” said 
Robin Godfrey, veteran kindergar- 
ten teacher at Greenbelt Elemen- 
tary School. The pre-kindergarten 
and kindergarten teachers there 
are still basking in the afterglow 
of completing the Maryland State 
Department of Education’s vali- 
dation process for their early 
childhood program. The rigor- 
ous one and a half year process 
ended June 7 and two weeks ago 
State Superintendent of Schools 
Dr. Nancy S. Grasmick sent the 
teachers certificates acknowledg- 
ing their accomplishment. 

Stopping only briefly to hug 
an arriving teacher while respond- 
ing to a call on her walkie-talkie, 
fourth-year, multi-tasking Princi- 
pal Kimberly Seidel briskly led 
me into a meeting room where a 


circle of teachers took time out of 
their busy schedules to explain the 
validation process to me. 

Quality of Education 

Basically it consists of meeting 
myriads of criteria to demonstrate 
the quality of education at GES. 
State administrators observed the 
teachers in action; the teachers 
assembled a gargantuan portfolio 
(seven binders!) documenting the 
minutiae of the criteria. 

Of the 600 students at GES, 85 
are in kindergarten, 44 in pre-kin- 
dergarten. The four kindergarten 
teachers — Ellen Lee, Minerva 
Aseberos, Stephanie Barber and 
Robin Godfrey — and the five pre- 
kindergarten teachers — Michelle 
Shorter, Rita Sayer, Mary Meers, 
Pamela Tolen (paraprofessional)

immediately to my home after 
I heard glass break, the knowl- 
edge needed to cure countless 
diseases, clean air to breathe (I 
grew up in LA where, without 
government intervention, the 
smog could have made the city 
uninhabitable.), a place to go 
when injustices arise, a place to 
go to better understand available

Thanks for Wind 


Power Attention 

Thank you Kate Phelan and 
Megan Hughes for the article 
in last week’s News Review. 
We’ve been paying for wind 
power through Washington Gas 
Energy Service for about five 
years, ever since first hearing it 
was available. 

At that time the cost was more 
per kilowatt hour than coal-fired 
electricity. We started with 30 
percent wind power and then 
went to 100 percent. When I 
heard about Clean Currents I 
called WGES and was reminded 
that we had signed a renewal 
contract with them which has not 
yet expired. This year our Pepco 
bills have been lower; I was 
surprised because we’ve used the 
air-conditioners more than usual 
this summer. 

Now I realize that it’s prob- 
ably because the cost of wind 
power is decreasing. Wonderful! 
I can’t imagine why we only 
have 158 wind-powered homes in 
Greenbelt. Hopefully your article 
and the reduced cost of wind 
power will move many more resi- 
dents to make this switch.

Why | Switched 
To Wind Power 


I am one of the 158 Pepco 
Greenbelt customers who rely on 
wind power for my electricity. I 
converted to wind power this past 
June and it has saved me some 





money. Currently, my unit cost 
per kilowatt hour is 10.8 cents 
per kilowatt hour, whereas it for- 
merly was 11.6 cents per kilowatt 
hour. As a further example, in 
September 2010, I paid a total 
bill of $98.69 for 620 kw-hrs. of 
electricity. In September 2009 I 
paid a total bill of $119.37 for 
640 kw-hrs. of electricity. 

Prior to June I received elec- 
tricity from coal burning, as do 
most Maryland customers. 

The conversion to wind power 
from coal burning was simple 
and painless. Pepco still remains 
responsible for distributing and 
billing my electricity and for 
providing emergency services, as 
always. However, my supplier 
is Clean Currents’ Chesapeake 
Green (C-Green) Wind Power 
supplied by Washington Gas En- 
ergy Services. I still get my bill 
from Pepco as before. 

To convert, just go to the 
Clean Currents website and fol- 
low the instructions from there. 

We really need to stop burning 
coal due to the likelihood of cli- 
mate change. We know that our 
climate can indeed change, since 
15,000 years ago a good part of 
North America was covered by 
a two mile thick ice sheet. This 
ice sheet melted in a rather short 
time period; leaving us with our 
present temperate climate.

payment of $1,821 would go over 
the limit. 

Council agreed, congratulated 
staff for negotiating the total pay- 
ment down from the initial bill 
of $40,353 and was pleased that 
the final bill will be split with 
the owner of the shopping center 
buildings. 

County Legislation 

Assistant Planner Terri Hruby 
updated council on proposed 
county legislation addressing 
storm water management require- 
ments for both new development 
projects and for redevelopment 
of already approved parcels. She 
noted that two competing bills, 
introduced by the Prince George’s 
County Council, address new 
requirements for state regulations 
that were adopted in May 2009 
and were scheduled to go into ef- 
fect in May of this year. One of 
the bills, CB-80-2010, proposes 
stronger redevelopment standards 
and requires that redevelopment 
projects comply with the same 
water quality treatment and qual- 
ity standards as new development. 
CB-79-2010 contains many of the 
so-called grandfathering provi- 
sions now contained in the state 
regulations. 

City staff recommended that 
council urge the Prince George’s 
County Council to approve CB- 
80-2010 and oppose CB-79-2010. 
Bill Duncan of the Friends of 
Still Creek and Cary Coppock 
of the Citizens to Conserve and 
Restore Indian Creek, in the au- 
dience, supported the step. The 
staff recommendation approved 
unanimously. 

Traffic Control 

Hruby also detailed a proposed 
new traffic control device that 
staff recommends be installed 
at the pedestrian crosswalk that 
connects the Lakewood path to 
the St. Hugh’s school near the 
intersection of Northway and 
Crescent Road. Many petitions 
have sought better traffic control 
at the location. Hruby noted that 
staff has completed a study of 
the area and recommends a Rect- 
angular Rapid Flashing Beacon 
(RRFB), a relatively new warning 
system that uses indicators which 
flash rapidly in a flickering flash 
pattern and are mounted immedi- 
ately between the crossing sign 
and the sign’s supplemental ar- 
row plaque. 

The estimated cost for install- 
ing the RRFB at the crosswalk 
is $25,000, included in the Fis- 
cal Year 2011 city capital proj- 
ects budget. A request has been 
submitted for Federal Highway 
Administration approval and the 
State Highway Administration has 
given its approval for the instal- 
lation. Audience reactions were 
mixed. Long-time resident Leo- 
nie Penney was not impressed. 
Another Northway resident felt 
that anything would be better 
than what is there now, while 
yet another Northway resident 
questioned its safety for young 
children. 

A motion to approve the in- 
stallation was approved unani- 
mously. 

Police Acquisitions 

Council also approved the pur- 
chase of 23 mobile radios for the 
Police Department at a total cost 
of $80,339. The new radios will 
enable the department to be part 
of the new state-of-the-art public 
safety communications system for 
the region according to Lt. James 
Parker, the lead Greenbelt official 
for the installation of the new 
communications system for the 
city. The system will also be co- 


ordinated with installation of the 
new police Computer-Aided Dis- 
patch and Records Management 
System (CAD/RMS). Although 
not a part of this purchase, Parker 
noted that the city will eventually 
have to purchase an additional 47 
mobile radios at an estimated cost 
of $165,000 to fully equip the 
city’s police vehicle fleet. The 
city is hopeful that the purchase 
can be assisted with additional 
federal grant funds through the 
Community Oriented Policing 
Service (COPS) grant program. 

Another award of purchase 
motion was approved by council 
for the purchase of three new 
workstations to accommodate 
the new CAD/RMS system in 
the Dispatchers Office at the 
police station. The cost of the 
workstations is $42,840. Both of 
the police equipment awards for 
purchase were approved. 

Energy Cooperative 

Assistant City Manager David 
Moran reported to council on the 
proposed renewal of the city’s 
participation in the Baltimore 
Washington Corridor Chamber of 
Commerce Electricity Cooperative

Moran said the city would 
have the option to get 15 or 25 
percent wind energy credits at a 
higher rate and that the city’s cur- 
rent contract with the cooperative 
includes 15 percent wind energy 
credits. This reporter asked about 
the impact of those credits, and if 
all the members of such purchase 
pools bought wind energy credits 
would enough wind energy be 
realistically available. 

Mayor Judith Davis noted that 
she had posed similar questions 
at meetings and was told that 
the purchase of such credits was 
mainly to promote wind energy in 
that the monies from the credits 
were used to promote or finance 
wind energy installation. Moran 
offered to get more information 
on the credits. Following the 
meeting city staff indicated they 
were exploring other programs in 
addition to the corridor coopera- 
tive. 

CDBG Grants 
The final item of business 


was a report from Moran on the 
proposed city application for 
Community Development Block 
Grant (CDBG) funds for Pro- 
gram Year 37 due by September 
17. Based on Census data, the 
Empirian Village neighborhood 1s 
the only area eligible for CDBG 
infrastructure improvements. For 
Program Year 37 the city’s ap- 
plication proposes a request of 
approximately $89,000 for Em- 
pirian Village Street and Safety 
Improvements as the city’s top 
priority. 

As a second priority, the city 
proposes to request a Youth 
and Family Empowerment Pro- 
gram for the Empirian Vil- 
lage neighborhood that would 
be administered by Greenbelt 
CARES and would include two 
10-week GED courses, two 10- 
week ESOL classes and a Job 
and Education Fair targeting 
youth and their families, includ- 
ing information and assistance 
services. Staff is proposing a 
request of $17,000 for the city’s 
second priority. 

The staff recommendations 
were approved unanimously.

and Judy Smith (paraprofessional) 
— knocked themselves out to show 
that GES is more than meeting the 
state’s high standards. 

For example “they showed that 
we have a safe environment here;

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Inspiring the City Museum 
Dorothy Sucher’s Legacy

If there is one person whose 
energy and intellect inspired cre- 
ation of the Greenbelt Museum as 
it exists today it would be Doro- 
thy Sucher, whose recent death 
from thyroid cancer saddened 
her many Greenbelt friends. In 
1972 Dorothy wrote a letter to 
the Greenbelt News Review pro- 
posing “a museum of the thirties 
commemorating the founding of 
Greenbelt, one of America’s ear- 
liest planned towns.” 

Dorothy reminded us then 
that “all of Old Greenbelt is a 
monument to that dramatic period 
of our nation’s history that fol- 
lowed the stock market crash of 
1929 and preceded our entry into 
World War II.” 

At that time a Greenbelt Mu- 
seum seemed a pipedream. 

Later on, however, in the early 
1980s, Greenbelt Homes, Inc. 
(GHI) formed a committee to 
look into the idea. The housing 
cooperative even collected some 
original sinks, light fixtures, ra- 
diators and other cast-offs from 
homes being remodeled. 

Around this time the city also 
accepted some original furniture 
from pioneer families who had 
moved away. However, nothing 
happened until the city appointed 
a 50th Anniversary Committee in 
1985, which I chaired. 

A museum subcommittee was 
established then and in May 1985 
the electorate approved a five- 
million dollar bond issue referen- 
dum which included a paragraph 
that the city proposed to use 
some of the proceeds “to acquire 
a museum building to preserve 
memorabilia related to the history 
of the City.” 

While the Museum Subcom- 
mittee of the 50th Anniversary 
Committee discussed the idea of 
how and where to establish a mu- 
seum, Dorothy Sucher seized the 
opportunity to make her words, 
written 13 years earlier, a real- 
ity. As she later explained, “One 
of the most fortunate things that 
happened is that I had just had 
minor foot surgery and was under 
strict orders to stay in bed, with 
my foot elevated ... I knew 
I had one year to give to the 
Museum, because afterward my 
husband would be on sabbatical 
leave and we would be in New 
York City.” 

31 Goals 

Thus, during her convales- 
cence Dorothy brainstormed the 
initiatives that would be required 
to establish a museum. She 
came up with 31 detailed goals 
to be accomplished between 1985 
and 1987. She called it “The 
Possible Dream . . . A Greenbelt 
Museum.” First of these goals 
was to educate volunteers on how 
to operate a museum; the last 
goal was to research and write a 


tour for the first exhibit. 

Dorothy marshaled her consid- 
erable energy to expand the corps 
of volunteers and to raise funds 
— $10,000 in less than one year. 
She sent letters to the owners of 
GHI duplex properties seeking 
a suitable home for a museum. 
She contacted a lawyer friend, 
who filed papers to incorpo- 
rate the Friends of the Greenbelt 
Museum (FOGM) as a 501c(3) 
nonprofit. 

Dorothy also informed the 
committee that each person serv- 
ing on the museum advisory 
board had to pony up $50 to 
show commitment to the mu- 
seum. In other words, you can’t 
ask others for money if you are 
unwilling to contribute yourself. 

One of the letters she wrote 
to GHI residents went to the 
member-owner (Sue Cornelius 
on behalf of her grandmoth- 
er Miriam Cornelius) of 10-B 
Crescent Road, who said she 
was planning to move soon and 
would be willing to sell her 
home to let it become the Green- 
belt Museum. Dorothy recalled 
her excitement. “The location 
was absolutely ideal,” she said 
— “near the Roosevelt Center, the 
Municipal Building, the Center 
School (now the Community 
Center) and the library .... I 
immediately responded to the 
letter and paid a visit to the 
owner... .” 

Then city manager Jim Giese 
gave his approval to contact an 
appraiser. After much public 
debate, some of it rather conten- 
tious, GHI members and the city 
council approved the purchase of 
the house at 10-B Crescent Road 
to become the Greenbelt museum. 
The city became the member- 
owner and FOGM agreed to op- 
erate the Museum with its corps 
of volunteers. 

Dream Accomplished 

In less than one year Dorothy 
Sucher had accomplished her 
dream. She resigned from the 
museum board in 1986. But she 
had established the framework 
that guided other board members 
toward achieving her goal. On 
October 12, 1987 the Greenbelt 
Museum opened — the 50th an- 
niversary when the first families 
moved into their new homes in 
Greenbelt. 

“Every time I have passed the 
museum in the last 20 years,” 
Dorothy wrote three years ago, 
“I have felt a deep satisfaction. 
I am grateful that, together with 
many, many others, I have been 
instrumental in giving Green- 
belters of today and tomorrow 
a precious gift.” The Greenbelt 
Museum is an enduring legacy 
of the city’s 50th Anniversary 
celebration and of the vision of 
Dorothy Sucher.

County Councilmember’s alleg- 
edly improper involvement in 
legislation connected with the 
Greenbelt Metro project, approval 
of the ownership change was 
never considered by the WMATA 
Board. 
Lawsuit 

When WMATA did not ap- 
prove the transfer of owner- 
ship, Metroland and Greenbelt 
Ventures sued to force approval. 
Metroland withdrew from the 
lawsuit soon after it was initi- 
ated. (Greenbelt Ventures al- 
leges that Metroland withdrew 
because of secret negotiations 
with WMATA and the FBI for 
the location of FBI facilities at 
the Greenbelt Metrorail location 
that might be adversely impacted 
by the litigation.) 

Greenbelt Ventures based its 
legal action seeking to require 
WMATA to approve its par- 
ticipation as developer of the 
project on multiple grounds in- 
cluding breach of contract, fraud, 
breach of fiduciary duty, tor- 
tious interference with contract, 
interference with prospective 
advantage, promissory estoppel 
and unjust enrichment. 

On WMATA’s Motion to 
Dismiss, Judge Williams dis- 
missed all claims except the 
Greenbelt Ventures claim that 
there was an unwritten contract 
with WMATA to approve the 
ownership change. The factual 
dispute as to whether there was 
indeed an unwritten implied con- 
tract between Greenbelt Ventures 
and WMATA established by the 
conduct of the parties will be 
decided at trial unless the parties 
resolve the dispute by negotia- 
tion before trial.
